JAZZ VB^ "GOOD" MtlSIC. 
. of t>atlempted but hardly 
original stnigsle between lovers ot 
classical music and Jazz enthusiasts, 
k again taking place in .the letter 
columns and music pages of our 
metropolitan newspapers. What 
makes this round of the battle all 
the more regrettable, is the fact 
that It was Incited by our intellect* 
ual contemporaries, the Japanese. 
For it teems that some tfapanese, 
who considered himself a disciple 
of modem art and culture, de- 
nounced Jazz as being a symbol of 
a decadent America. It was then 
that the verbal ilsU started to fly. 

Aside from the fact that it is a 
ahame that our cultural differences 
are instigated by a parly who could 
hardly be called a fine example of 
modem civilization and culture, let 
us line up the different aides and 
sec what is actually going on here. 

In the firati place, from a point 
of view of argumentation, it Is 
hardly sufficient for a person to 
make a statement, no matter how 
radical, and then to say, "I've a 
right to my opinion— lake it or 
leave it!" The truth is that a per- 
son only hat a right to an opinion 
when that opinion it bated on ex* 
pericnee and a knowledge of the 
facts. For example any number of 
persons offered' the opinion that the 
Allied leaders should have opened 
a second front But whether they 
had a right to offer that opinion 
without being acquainted with the 
actual facts it an entirely different 
atory. * 

The analogy drawn here— is that 
both Classical music lovers and 
"-Jazz lovert^should >acquàliitrthém> 
selves with both the merits of Jazz 
■nd Classical music before they 
offer an /opinion. When they do 
thb they should recognize the dif* 
ferenccs and appreciate them. One 
does not have to "like" something 
*o appreciate its motives and good 
qualities. For example, there are 
many people who do not like Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, but there are few 
who do not appreciate his motives 
and leadership abtlitiet. 

It la not our place here to say this 
la good and this is bad. After all 
the words good and bad are strictly 
relative terma, depending on from 
whom they come and at whom they 
are apokcn. For what may be 
"good" to one may be "bad" to an- 
other, and vice-verta. As a matter- 
of-fact, from an absolute purist and 
artistic point of view, all creative 
effort is good; It only becomes bad 
when it reaches the public. How 
do we know how much "bad" music 
Shostakovitch wrote before he com- 
posed his seventh "Leningrad" lym- 
phony? And how arc we sure that 
even thit work did not become 
"good" because it was associated 
with the valiant defence on the part 
of the Russians? . 

Nor can we forget how bad Ru- 
benstein thought Tchaikovsky's B 
flat Concerto was, yet it was later 
to become a world famous classic. 
But when someone took this "good" 
music, syncopated It a little (which, 
in a musleal sense, is only varia- 
tion) it immediately became "bad" 
music to the elastic lovers. Yet 
nobody teemt to object when Tnree 
Blind Mice it taken and has varia- 
lions added to it .

Thorstein Veblen, whose theories 
will be discussed, has lectured at 
Harvard and Chicago Universities. 
Of Norwegian descent, he was bom 
in the U.S.. and is the author of 
"The Theory of thé ^Leisure Class," 
and other books.'"^ Primarily an 
economist, his work has influenced 
the ideas of many sociologists and 
it is for this reason that the meet- 
ing will be open to the Sociology 
Club.

Lninivmitec de Montréal has 
Invited McGill tttidenta to at- 
tend a concert - featuring Jean 
Dickenson, Montreal-bbrn sop- 
rano, tomorrow, evening. The 
price of admission has been re- 
duced for McGill students to 
$0.85 and tickets may be obtain- 
ed at the Union Tuck Shop. The 
price for .tite general public will 
be 11.25. 

The concert, sponsored by the 
University's Société Artistique, 
will be held In the Plateau 
Aitditorium tomorrow at 8J0 
p.m. 

Miss Dickenson has lived in 
almost all parts of the world. 
Her father was an American 
Mining Engineer, and h«r 
'mothe^ has written for màny 
American and Canadian, maga- 
zines. Her family moved to New 
York when Jean was very 
young, but soon after their ar* 



rival they set out for India, 
where her father took charge of 
a mine, 150 miles from Cal- 
cutta. • 

. When she was five years old, 
her - family left for London 
where they spent several 
months. From here they re- 
turned to New York where Jean 
started school. After a year 
they moved to San Francisco, 
where they stayed a month and 
then settled' permanently at 
Denver, Colorado. 

Here, at the age of 16, she 
started to study singing. After 
singing at several concerts here, 
she received her degree of 
Bachelor of Music. Later while 
visiting N^w York on vacation, 
she accepted a position with 
NBC. But on being offered a 
permanent contract, she refus- 
ed, preferring not to leave her' 
studies. After returning to 
Denver, at the special request 



of the vice-president of NBC, 
she signed a contract for a 
weekly network broadcast. 

When her musical studies 
had been completed, she signed 
contracts with several large 
American broadcasting com- 
panies. She was chosen from 
among ISO other girls for the 
part she now takes in "The Al- 
bum of Familiar Music." 

Shc.made her debut with the. 
Metropolitan Opera ' Company 
In January, 1940, when she took 
the role of Philine in "Mignon." 
Has also played Juliette In 
''Romeo'^and Juliette," and Caro 
Nome, in ••Rigolello." 

In the past, McGill has been 
in the habit of inviting the atu- 
dents of I'University de. Mont- 
real to their concerts at reduc- 
ed rates as was the case with 
the recent Ross Pratt recital 
sponsored by the Women's 
• Union. 



Meakins Talks on 
Blood Donation 

Former Dean 
Concludes 
Broadcast Series 



The importance of human blood 
in the pursuit of the war, both at 
home and In the field, wai the sub- 
ject of a radio discussion yester- 
day evening by Brigadier Meakins, 
former Dean of the Faculty of 
Medicine at McGill. 

Brigadier Meakins gave answers 
to several questions proposed by 
an interlocutor, on such topics as 
blood donation, blood banks and 
the saving of lives through these 
aids. He stated the utet of stored 
platma, citing teveral instances 
where it had been necessary in re- 
cent timet, at, for Instance, the fires 
which took place In Boiton and In 
Newfoundland! 

He further strened the _ need for 
everyone's -knowlng in what blood 
category they belong, advancing 
the explanation that, while persons 
in 'O^ Category can 'donate to any 
casualty, those In' group 'AB' can 
give blood only to members of that 
blood-type; those in groups 'A' and 
'B' can donate to their own groups 
and to group 'AB', but not to each 
other.

Koht Discusses 
Norway Invasion 

Gives a Account 
Of Main Events 
Leading to War 



Speaking last night to the annual 
banquet of the R.V.C, and Men's 
Historical Clubs, Dr. Roht gave a 
brief acaount of Norway before 
and during the German Invasion of 
1040. 

Dr. Koht claimed that be(ore war 
had. reached his country, the Nor- 
wegian? had more , heated discus- 
sions with the British Government 
than with the German. However, 
he added, whereas on such occa' 
tlons an agreement could bo reach' 
ed with the English, It was more 
difficult to deal with the Nads as 
their ideas were completely foreign 
to the Norwegians' mode of think- 
ing. 

Dr. Koht said that the real Nor- 
dics never agreed with the Nazi 
idea of "Nordic civilization" which 
was entirely antithetical to the ac- 
tual freedom of tk&ugiit^lstlng in 
Scandinavian countries. The for- 
mer foreign minister went on to 
enumerate the events that preceded 
the Nazi invasion, swch as the free- 
ing of the American prize ship, 
'The City of Flint,' the Russo-Fin- 
nish war and the British 'violations' 
of the neutrality of' Norwegian 
coastal waters. He repeatedly em-

Mifs Ballon, who Is an alumnus of McGiU 
University and one of her alma mater's favorite 
daughters, has Just returned from Canada where 
the went for the official dedication of her 
family homo as a Recreation Center for men of 
the Canadian-, Armed Forces. The pianist's spe- 
ciflc cÔntriiî'ûtion to the event was the presenta- 
tion of a scroll of good-will signed with mes- 
sages of greetings by Mayor LaGuardia of New 
York and a group of American servicemen to 
the Mayor of Montreal and the boys of Canada.

among the students of the Faculty 
of Engineering, B0% of the students 
expressed willingness to attend an 
accelerated course during the sum- 
mer months. 

Let us once and for all,. rid our- 
selvès completely ot the isolatieiilst 
and "business as usual" attitudes of 
some of our university authorities 
and officials of the Dept. of Labour. 

Our universities will never be 
considered ; on à totil war basis 
until we adopt a program which 
contains the following essential 
points: 

1. A rigorous Selective Service 
policy, to be carried out by a full 
time Selective Service Board lo- 
cated at the university. 

2. Speed-up of ALL courses. 

3. Restriction of the niunbtr of 
able-bodied students taking non-es- 
sential courses. 

4. Regular meetings of an all-em- 
bracing Student-Staff Council. 

The great offensive, in the form 
of a mighty Second Front offensive 
on the European Continent, is com 
ing within the next few weeks. Let 
us not be guilty again ot unprcpar- 
edness, of waiting and wàtchlng, of 
allowing others to bear the brunt of 
the fight against Fascism. 

This time we must defeat the oft- 
émployed excuse— "Too little, too 
late."

Militarily, Sr. Xoht mentioned,

ynS' inobîliziéd; but wlien the Nazis 
finally struck, their complete co- 
ordination of air, land and sea 
forces vitiated the naval trap set 
up in the harbor ot Oslo. Further- 
more, the German attack came not 
only in. the south, but also at sev- 
eral points in the west and north, 
■where the British navy had been 
expected to prevent the enemy trom 
getting through. ' 

The war in Norway, continued 
tho former Foreign Minister, was 
an almost uninterrupted defeat The 
Norwegians' and the Allied forces 
held out for two months, however, 
tuUl the imminent tall ot France 
compelled the withdrawal ot Brit- 
ish, French, and Polish troops, 
whereupon the Norwegian govern- 
:ws6l ved to continue the fight 
;Ide Norway, with the help 
of their nine small warships gath- 
ered at the Faroe Islands, and their 
four million ton merchant marine. 
Thus the Norwegian government 
was able to Join the United Nations 
not as one seeking help alone, but 
adding materially^ to the allied 
strength.

Since its inception, several months 
ago, it has .been the object of the 
Clinic to. bring to its readers a 
knowledge and understanding of 
the possible evil and danger in re- 
peating unfounded stories and phony 
yarns. 

Examples of ' this mischievous 
practice have been related on many 
occasions. Now we learn that on 
December .30th, 1942, ;,a ; citizen of 
the City of Ottawa' wai brought 
before a magistrate and convicted 
ot violation of the Defence of Can- 
ada Regulations on the grounds that 
he circulated false reports concern- 
ing tbe|i£c3£!F. Women's Division. 
' Evidence presented showed that 
the accused had related an incident 
which really concerned a civilian 
but bad twisted the facts to make 
it appear to concern the R.CJI.F. 

The Magistrate in finding the ac- 
cused guilty stated: "This would ap- 
pear to be a rather excellent exam- 
ple of how a rumor begins. What 
started out as something that had 
nothing to do with the Service at 
all became twisted so that it would 
be of real ^concern to the Service."

False stories designed to , arouse 
feelings of horror or to cause worry 
to decent citizens are perhaps the 
most prevalent of all the various 
types of fantastic tales which are in

RUMOR: "During the intense 
cold, the week preceding Christmas, 
In order to accustom soldiers to cold 
weather, there was no fire in the 
Camp at St. Jerome; as a result, five 
soldiers died."
